Says Sub-Standard 
Housing Can Raise 
City Service Costs 

In cities everywhere "like at¬ 
tracts like” City Administrator 
R. Merritt Baker told Sierra 
Madre Kiwanis Club members 
Tuesday in stressing the im¬ 
portance of carefully planned 
community growth and better¬ 
ment of city services. 

Introduced by Robert Green, 
chairman of the day. Baker 
spoke on the subject, "Govern¬ 
ment at the Municipal Level” 
at the luncheon-meeting in the 
Woman’s clubhouse. 

“Good government at the 
municipal level is not an end 
in itself, the end actually be¬ 
ing better living,” he said. 

"Particularly in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre,” he continued, growth 
alone is not desirable unless 
it reflects careful planning and 
the avoidance of sub-standard 
housing and the resultant liv¬ 
ing conditions. 

“Such sub-standard condi¬ 
tions inevitably increase the 
cost of city services,” the ad¬ 
ministrator explained, "adding 
that “the reason for planning 
and providing good city serv¬ 
ices is to attract to the commu¬ 
nity the type of newcomers who 
appreciate what the city has 
to offer, bringing with them 
t h e necessary wherewithal 
which tends to raise the aver¬ 
age standard of living.”

The monthly salary of T. Guy 
Cornyn of Arcadia, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre city attorney for four years, 
was increased from $300 to $350 
by action of the council, to be 
effective July 1. 

Buy Wayne Sweeper 
Purchase of a Wayne Model 
No. 1450 motor pick-up street 
sweeper at a net cost to the city 
of $8,287.13 was awarded to the 
low-bidder, the Brown-Bevis In¬ 
dustrial Equipment Co. The 
piece of heavy equipment, pre¬ 
ferred by the street department 
in addition to being the best 
bid, is manufactured in Po¬ 
mona, another point found in 
its favor by the councilmen. 

The sale price of the sweeper 
is $9,875.13, including tax, and 
the distributor is giving the 
city an allowance of $1,588 on 
the old equipment. The next 
competitive bidder would have 
supplied a sweeper of Eastern 
make at a net cost of $8,900. 

Matter Not Closed 
The award of purchase and 
forthcoming trade-in of the 
sweeper now in use did not 
close “the matter of the old 
sweeper,” however. 

After hearing the city man¬ 
ager’s account of repairs made 
to the old sweeper in the latter 
part of 1952 and the subsequent 
breakdown of a replacement 
part after 120 days of service, 
the council voted to deny lia¬ 
bility to the Smith, Booth, Ush¬ 
er Co. of Los Angeles for the 
repair bill of $403. 

Denies Liability V 

When the replacement shaft 
crystallized and broke in two, 
the street department made the 
repair at a labor and material 
cost of $145.68, Baker reported. 
The matter was turned over to 
the city attorney.

Some Forthright Thoughts 
On the Fourth of July 

With the “Glorious Fourth” upon us again we found an old 
question taking vague form: where is the spirited patriotism, 
the fierce pride in country^ (and community) that seized folks 
in the early days and made of the Fourth a rousing testimonial 
to a united people. 

We rather like the thoughts expressed in a piece which came 
across our desk from the Agricultural Council of California in 
which the writer says in effect that an American these days 
doesn’t find it necessary to stand rigidly at attention each morn¬ 
ing and sing the Star Spangled Banner to convince himself of 
the affection he feels for his country. 

GRANDPA WOULDN'T UNDERSTAND 

Our grandfathers, the writer acknowledges, would not have 
understood this attitude for theirs was a more emotional variety 
and 50 years ago the Fourth of July was the greatest day of 
the year. 

And then, he says, we grew up and became sedate. 

It s true, of course, and fitting that we be more sedate. In 
addition, issues nowadays are huger, the country spraddled across 
a whole continent, the population so large that it takes more 
than a spark of enthusiasm to arouse it. 

But the great, large country which celebrates its treasured 
independence next weekend still is composed of individuals in 
cities, towns and communities like Sierra Madre and the manner 
in which thy deal with local problems and community efforts 
sets the keynote for the whole. 

It would seem a good thing to make certain that we don’t 
mistake apathy (in Civil Defense, say!) for sedateness or excuse 
ineffectual grousing about others’ conduct of community affairs 
and projects with the words, “Americans just like to complain 
a lot, doesn’t mean a thing.” 

COMPLAINING NOT ENOUGH 

Complaining does mean something and it isn’t always good;' 
it can be negative. More effective would be taking forward steps 
by locating the friction or weak point and working together to 
correct or eliminate where needed. 

As for apathy, it may be true that it is companion to lack 
of information but individuals, even busy ones, sharing the good 
of a community, have an initial responsibility to SEEK the infor¬ 
mation, to some extent ... to open their minds to it at the verv 
least. J 

Mature men and women who don’t respond, to whatever 
extent they can, to a need for their services in their city can be 
quite like Johnny who just doesn’t "hear” when he’s called to 
dinner from fighting “invaders from outer space” two doors away 

He thinks he’s pretty busy, too.

This may 
sound like Greek to some read¬ 
ers but means much to fire 
fighters who realize the effect 
of water on brush fires. A lit¬ 
tle water can do much if 
poured onto a brush blaze.

After begging his buddies to 
join him In a swim, the temp¬ 
tation was so great that he was 
soon a very wet fireman!

Fourth to celebrate the great 
holiday. This is a custom of 
many years originating in the 
days when fireworks was quite 
common and sold to youngsters 
haphazardly. 

This meant many fires on 
the great Fourth and resulted 
in the local firemen staying at 
home for the day. Although 
(we are proud and happy to 
say) in recent years we have 
escaped the fury and anxiety 
of serious fires, due to the won¬ 
derful cooperation of parents 
and merchants, but there still 
Is danger because of those who 
still observe the holiday by 
selling and distributing dan¬ 
gerous fireworks. 

It is difficult for firemen to 
understand why such a con¬ 
dition remains — but after all, 
there are all kinds of people 
and we can’t all agree on 
everything.
